STEAM’S DAYS NUMBERED. 


A M e c h a n ic a l D is c o v e r y o f I n c o n c e i v ­ 
a b l e V a lu e . 


F rom tlie S cien tific A m erican . 
Professor Faraday, ol’ England, as­ 
sorts that a grain of w ater contains 
electrical relations equivalent to a very 
powerful Hash of lightning. 
Knowing 
th at the equilibrium of these relations 
is sometimes destroyed in the heavens, 
merely by a change in conditions, re­ 
sulting in enormous mechanical works; 
and as we are constantly discovering 
means to change natural conditions, 
the question arises (which seems a 
legitimate cue) why are not our loco­ 
motives and steamships with grains 
of water, instead of tons ? The only 
answer we can give, is : 
W e have, as 
yet, no suitable means to destroy the 
equilibrium of these relations. 
Mr. John W. Keely, of Philadelphia, 
has discovered a method of destroying 
this equilibrium, or something analo­ 
gous to it, and made it the basis of an 
invention by which these conditions 
are changed. 
By a peculiar mechanical advice 
hitherto unknown, a force is generated 
which can be readily applied to driving 
all kinds of machinery for which steam 
and other motive power is generated 
and applied, without cost other than 
the mechanical device or generating 
machine and the necessary wear of 
machinery. The generator is simple 
and comparatively inexpensive, occu­ 
pying hut a small space, and is light 
compared with the requirements of 
steam-power; and since this power is 
produced without heat, electricity, gal­ 
vanism, magnetism or chemicals, it is 
destined at an early day to revolution­ 
ize completely the present 
motive 
powers of the world, by reason of the 
ecOLomy of its cost and space. 


T H E PO W E R , 
• 
fto far as at present evolved and tested, 
lias shown a pressure of fully 10,000 
pounds per square inch, as the follow­ 
ing explanation will show : The prin­ 
cipal part of this power generator, now 
in use, is made of metal, globular in 
shape, about tifteen inches in diame­ 
ter, and having walls about three- 
fourths of an inch thick, a strong iron 
tube an inch in diameter, connecting 
the generator witli a cylinder w hidi 
is used as a receiver of the power or 
force from the generator. This cylin­ 
der is made of charcoal iron, forty 
inches in length, four and one-half 
inches in 
internal diameter, with 
screw-fitted and welded heads two 
inches thick, tested to a pressure of 
10,000 pounds per square inch; its ca­ 
pacity is about three and one-fourth 
gallons. 
This receiver was charged 
from the generator of the power in live 
seconds, and tho 
power 
remained 
therein a t least oight days without any 
addition, and from it a great many 
tests were made without any apparent 
diminution of its energy or force. 
At tho end of the charged cylinder is 
attached a llexible brass conductor of 
drawn tubing, one-fourth of an inch in 
diameter, with a bore of one-thirty- 
second of an inch, passing from cylin­ 
der to ceiling, and thence to the other 
side of the room fora distance of twen­ 
ty-three feet to a test apparatus or force 
register; this apparatus consists of a 
thick, bed-plate of iron, to which was 
bolted and packed a cylinder of four 
inches in diameter, having a plunger 
or piston, the area of which was a little 
less than one square inch in surface. 
Below this piston is a chamber of over 
two cubic inches, with which the tub­ 
ing from the

Is connected. Tho plunger or piston, 
acting perpendicularly, was tho point 
at whlen the power was applied to a 


compound lever, which, according to 
Mr. Haswell’s measurement, wus as 
one to fifty-two. The end of the short 
arm was securely bolted and fastened 
to the iron bed-platesof the apparatus. 
.Upon the arm of the compound lever 
was suspended an iron weight of 200 
pounds. 
On opening the stop-cock of 
the charged cylinder connecting the 
tubes, the weight of 200 pounds was at 
once raised to the limit of the upward 
movement of the lever; thus, with the 
weight of the lever and its connections, 
indicating a pressure power of about 
10,400 pounds per square inch, as stated 
before, 
'file power generator and re­ 
ceiver was supposed to be, when con­ 
structed, fully adequate in strength to 
generate and develop the full power of 
the invention, but it lias been found 
too weak; tho force has proved to be 
so enormous that Mr. Keely lias not 
dared to apply more than half the 
power lie can attain. An apparatus is 
in process of construction which will 
be able to generate and sustain a pres­ 
sure greatly in excess of that already 
shown, without rupture, though Mr. 
Keely does not exj>ect to need one of 
more than 25,000 pounds to develop 
liis power. 
\Vheu the full power is 
measured and balnnced, it will then be 
comparatively easy to construct an ap­ 
paratus of the requisite capacity and 
strength for engines of any desired 
power.

Railroad Prospects. 
However much we may all condemn 
the policy of voting vast sums of the 
people's money to railroad corpora­ 
tions, and however strongly we may 
d bounce the arbitrary acts and the 
bligh.ing extortions of railroad com­ 
panies, we all realize the one great 
fact that it is to railroads, and rail­ 
roads alone, we must look for the 
speedy development of Southern Cal> 
fornia. We all realize the power of 
the Southern Pacilic and the Texas 
Pacific for the accomplishment of this 
purpose. We know that these roads 
will do more to till our country with 
the hardy, industrious population we 
so much need, than any other one or 
u dozen steps that may be taken. The 
country is here. We have the soil and 
mineral wealth sufficient to support 
millions of people. Our climate is un­ 
surpassed. What we want is popula­ 
tion. The railread will supply this 
great desideratum, and therefore we 
want the railroad. We do not care 
who builds or runs it. It is with 
pleasure that the people of Los Ange­ 
les valley receive any and all inform­ 
ation indicating the early commence­ 
ment of operations on the Texas Pacific 
cr for the speedy completion of flie 
Southern Pacific to this city. We no­ 
tice that the bonds of the Southern 
Pacific road are steadily advancing in 
the European market, and it is ru­ 
mored that if certain negotiations now 
pending for the sale of a large amount 
of these bonds are successful, the com­ 
pany will not discontinue operations 
at Bakersfield, but will push thu road 
on to this point without delay. With 
the exception of a tunnel or two, the 
preparation for the road bed will not 
require a great deal of time nor incur 
extraordinary expense. The company 
realize tiie importance of completing 
the road at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment, and nothing but a want of funds 
has caused a suspension of the work. 
The section extending the track to 
Bakersfield will soon’ be finished, and 
it is to be hoped the company will soon 
be in a condition to continue the work 
without interruption until it meets the 
road at San Fernando, and thus give 
Los Angeles valley a continuous line 
of railroad to San Francisco. 
It has been said and wisely said, 
that San Francisco without a sensa­ 
tion is unhappy. If she finds herself 
unhappy she immediately proceeds to 
work herself into a blissful btate of 
manufacturing a sensation. Of mur­ 
ders, single murders, double murders 
and suicides she has had more than a 
feast of late. The appetite for blood 
begun to pall. Something must be 
done. A change of dish was absolute­ 
ly necessary and an attack upon offi­ 
cials was decided upon. The Mayor 
and Chief of Police voted to ignore 
certain charges preferred against a 
couple of policeman, and for this a 
brace of the city papers abused and 
continue to abuse these two high offi­ 
cials worse than pickpockets. The 
sensation was needed and must be had 
even if obtained at the expense of, and 
by blasting thu character of two of 
Sau Francisco’s most worthy and re­ 
spectable citizens.

This is a terrible 
story, but the worst is yet to be told. 
Mrs. V ic to r ia W o o d h u ll is soon to 
leave New York for California. “ Can 
such things be, and overcome us like 
a Summer’s cloud, without our special 
wonder?” 
T iie San Joaquin and Tulare Nar­ 
row Gauge Railroad Company has 
been gathered to its fathers. 
I t is 
dead—dead as old M o rle y , who was 
as dead as a door nail—and the Treas­ 
urer has been directed to nay ott all 
indebtedness and divide the surplus 
pro rata among the stockholders. 


Important to Partnerships. 
A law was passed by the last Legis­ 
lature compelling all partnerships, 
where the firm name does not show 
all the partners, to file a certificate of 
partnership. If a firm neglects this it 
cannot collect itsdebts. To accommo­ 
date the business community, the 
Herald l’ulishing Company have 
just printed a carefully prepared blank 
certificate in legal form, for Use in 
complying with the law. Comply 
with the law at once, and save losr. 
The following is the law: 
. 
Amendments of the Civil Code, en­ 
acted at the last session of the Legis­ 
lature, provide as follows: 
2.406—Except as otherwise provided 
in the next section, every partnership 
transacting business in this State un­ 
der a fictitious name, or a designation 
not showing the names of the persons 
interested as partners in such busi­ 
ness, must file with the Clerk of the 
county in which its principal place of 
business is situated, a certificate stat­ 
ing the names in full of all the mem­ 
bers of such partnership, and their 
places of residence, and publish the 
same once a week lor four successive 
weeks, in a newspaper published in 
the county, if there be one, and if 
there be none in such county, then in a 
newspaper published in an adjoining 
county. 
2,407 — A commercial or banking 
partnership, established and transact­ 
ing business in a place without the 
United States, may, without filing the 
certificate or making the publication 
prescribed in the last section, use in 
this State the partnership name used 
by it there, although it be fictitious or 
do not show the names of the persons 
interested as partners in such business. 
2,408—The certificate tiled witli the 
Clerk, us provided in Section 2,400, 
must be signed l>y the partners and 
acknowledged before some officer au­ 
thorized to take the acknowledgement 
of conveyances of real property. 
Where the partnership is hereafter 
formed, the certificate must be filed, 
and the publication designated in that 
section 
must 
be 
made within 
one month after the formation of 
partnership, or within one mouth 
from the time designated in the 
agreement of its members lor 
the commencement of the partnership; 
where the partnership lias been here­ 
tofore formed, the certificate must be 
filed and the publication maue within 
six months after the passage of 
this act. Persons doing business as 
partners contrary to the provisions of 
this article, shall not maintain any 
action upon or on account of any con­ 
tracts made or trunracUons had in 
their partnership name, in any Court 
of this State, until they have first filed 
the certificate and made the publica­ 
tion herein required. 
2,460—On every change in the mem­ 
bers of a partnership transacting bus­ 
iness in this State under a fictitious 
name, or a designation which does not 
show the names of the persons inter­ 
ested as partners in its business, ex- 
cep* in tiie cases mentioned in Section 
2 407, a new certificate must be filed 
with the County Clerk, aiid a new 
publication made, as required by tins 
article, ou the formation of such part­ 
nership. 
2,470 —Every County Clerk must 
keep a register of the names of firms 
and persons mentioned in the certifi­ 
cates tiled with him, pursuant to this 
article, entering in alphabetical order 
the name of every such partnership 
and of each partner therein. 


Elections this Year. 
This is a sort of oiT year on elections, 
yet 1874 is not entirely devoid of po­ 
litical interest. The pool will be suf­ 
ficiently stirred to unseat many mag­ 
nates aud give many aspirants the 
fruition of their hopes. New elements 
will enter into the contest in many 
States, which will render results here­ 
tofore considered certain, sufficiently 
doubtful to invest the fight with more 
than ordinary interest, and call forth 
the full strength of those who seek the 
people’s stewardship. The following, 
relative to elections and Senatorial 
terms will be of interest to those who 
read politics: 
Eighteen States elect Governors, 
thirty-five elect Representatives, and 
twenty-five Legislatures elect Sena­ 
tors. The following named Senators' 
terms expire on the 4th of next March: 
Hagar ot California, Buckingham of 
Connecticut, Bayard of Delaware, Gil­ 
bert of Florida, Pratt of Indiana, Ham­ 
lin of Maine, Suumner (dead) of Mas­ 
sachusetts, Hamilton of Maryland, 
Chandler of Michigan, Ramsey of 
Minnesota, Ames of Mississippi,Scliurz 
of Missouri, Tipton of Nebraska, Stew­ 
art of Nevada, Stockton of New Jer­ 
sey, Fenton of New York, Thurman 
of Ohio, Scott of Pennsylvania, 
Sprague oflthode Island, Brownlow of 
Tennessee, Flanagan of Texas, Ed­ 
munds of Vermont, Lewis of Virginia, 
Boreman of West Virginia and Car­ 
penter of Wisconsin.

The Manthrin Orange. 


E d it o r H e r a l d : I notice an ad­ 
vertisement in one of the San Francisco 
papers, in which mandarin orange 
seed are offered for sale. If your nur­ 
serymen have not th at variety, I can 
put them in the way of getting it with 
certainty. You know the Chinese are 
wonderful liorticulturalists, and excel 
especially in the art of dwarfing trees. 
They will sell you an aged oak, no 
more than a foot high, which is hear­ 
ing acorns, and has about it other 
signs which assure you that the tree is 
many years old. So, also, will they 
sell you an orange tree growing in a 
tlower-pot, whch has no more trunk 
or boughs than a small rose-tree; but 
it will have several beautiful and per­ 
fect Granges on it, enough to convince 
you that the little dwarf tree is a m an­ 
darin. W hen in Hong Kong, four years 
ago, it occurred to me that possibly 
this excellent variety had not been in ­ 
troduced, and th a t 1 could do a great 
service by bringing a few trees with 
me; but, as I had no means of sending 
them from San Francisco to Los A n­ 
geles with certainty of care, I aban­ 
doned the idea. 
W rite to the agent of 
the 1*. M. S. S. Co., at Hong Kong, and 
I have no doubt but what he will send 
as m any as are needed. I do not know 
that the mandrill is better in point of 
llavor orof sizo than other fine varie­ 
ties; but it has a peculiarity which 
enables you to peel and subdivide it 
without the use of a knife, and w ith­ 
out wetting your clothes or gloves with 
the juice. The rind seems to be larger 
than the meat, and, when you break 
the former, the latter rolls out witli 
greater facility than a mealy potatoe 
sheds its jacket. 
There is a weak sys­ 
tem of fibres which connect the peel 
and meat together, which break almost 
as easily as a cobweb. Once in vour 
hand, you may subdivide the parts us 
readily as you disengage the whole 
from the skin. 
The flavor of this or­ 
ange is exquisite. I cannot say as to 
whether it will keep well or not.
